The following statement was made by Applicants in a Response mailed February 3, 2003: 

With respect to the requirement for information III, Applicants have made a good faith 
attempt to obtain the information and a reasonable inquiry has been made in response to 
the requirement. The information described in III required to be submitted is unknown 
and/or is not readily available to Applicants. Applicants respectfully submit that in 
accordance with 37 CFR § 1.105(a)(3) this statement is a complete reply to the 
requirement for information III. 

In the present Office Action, the Examiner states that the previous Response was "not 
fully responsive to the prior Office Action" with respect to Applicants' statements regarding 
information III. Specifically, the Examiner stated during the Interview that Applicants are 
required to designate whether the requested information III is either (i) unknown or (ii) not 
readily available. An Interview Summary is being filed concurrently with this Response. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that Applicants have made a good faith 
attempt to obtain the information, a reasonable inquiry has been made in response to the 
requirement, and the information III is unknown to Applicants , Applicants respectfully submit 
that in accordance with 37 CFR § 1 .105(a)(3) this statement is a complete reply to the 
requirement for information III.
